FE impact of San Frunciseo al war 
comes like the kick of big gun to 
anvone who hasn't seen it since Pearl 
Harbor. 

Fighting men have taken over the city as 
did the Vigilantes of old, They have geared 
its life, colored its streets, inspired its people. 

Troops, guns, bavonets, motor unite, shine, 
suppli¢és—on the move. Soldiers, tharines, 
mines, oots, bayonets, barrages, barbed witr— 
on guard, “It isabsolutely forbidden to cross 
this ling.” “No cameras or field glasses, 
Please.” “Men in unitorm—welcome!” 

If for a moment you jose yourself in old 
stiells, sounds, memories, fighter plates come 
screaming down the skyline and, lifting vou 
night up en your toes, almost clip off the top 
of the old Ferry Building to remind you Cheat 
this is 1943—and a city at war! 

Helinetec!, bullet-belted patrols guatd every 
bridgehead, river mouth, slip landing, seem- 
ingly harmless road entrances, tunnels, rail- 
road crossings, barren hills. 

[. picked up my camera to catch a barrage 
balloon rolling drunkenly down a slope, and, 
at a click, looked up inte the muse of a jun 


pomnted down from a ridge that two seconds 


before had been plain brown scrub. 

You feel the electric thrill of an aren 
charged with action. 

You hear the rivet guns and hammer presses 
of shipyards: the screech of braked wheels 
prating on steel rails as oil moves in thousanils 
of tank cars from refineries; the roar of blast 
furnaces: the thunder of Army trucks specdl- 
ing by wider guard—t0, 20, 30—flled with 
soldiers, | 

You see hills being leveled as giant shovels 
slap at their sides like fly swatters. You sre 
new towns rising from reclaimed. SWHinps ane 
dust holes, 


You look across fields of harrage balloens 
suspended uwkwardly in midoir like tail-heavy 


ses, 


Finally, you look across ‘to the Golden Gute 
where; igainst alow sun, a line of bine, heavily 
burdened ships ia slowly steaming out.

The Navy has here the Mare Island Navy 
Yard, the new Alameda Naval Air Station, 
a blimp base, supply depots, drydocks, and 
(raining centers, 

All other activities are subordinated to the 
moving of troops und supplies, defending the 
harbor, maintaining pert fneilities, ond sup. 
porting new war industries. During the early 
months. of the war San Francis cleared 
more military se than oll other United 
States ports combined, 

In peacetime 25,000 replacement troops 
thleared this port every year to relieve men 
garrisoned overseas, Today, figures withheld, 
one can only watch ancl wonder at their num- 
bers as soldiers in full kit swing onto mows 
of dark bloe ships, | 

Lauihing, sweating, swearing, shoving, they 
Pour Over Zungways and packing bomes, 

The fog brushes by like wisps of steam. 
‘The low basses of the fog horns repeat cheir 
montanes on the Bay. The smell of fish and 
sea rises from the water front, 

Some of these soldiers have hod a few davs 
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or hours in town, Others, fresh from, staging 
wrews, have just pulled off a blacked-out (rain. 

Only o few familiar objects tell them where 
they are, Nothing tells them where they are 
init. 

For the thousands of men whe pass through 
that Golden Gate, it is their lost glimpse of 
America for many months; it holds all. their 
parting menwries, 

For these men, and the thousands of fam- 
ilies, sweethearts, and friends whe are here 
because of them, San Francisco has & trici- 
tion to maintain, and ahe knows her job, 

Sen cf the ereaiest names in Army history 
have passed this way. Genernis Phil Shert- 
dan, William ‘Tecumseh Sherman, Wititield 
Seott, Albert Sidney Johnaten, and John J. 
fershing have commanded here. 

Today, under the able General Jobin L. Lhe 
Witt, San Franciscu’s military background 
takes on new national simificance. 

To the West Lies the Enemy 

Here as stromely gsin any other place In 
America people are aware of what defeat by 
Japan could mean and they are ready for any 
emergency. | 

You get the sense of this,and of the con- 
fidence behind it, ae you travel from the big 
wins Of the coustal delense, across the tallest 
bridge in the world, and drop down over old 
Fort Point inte the Presidio, langest militunry 
post in the United Staves built entirely within 
the limits of a city. 

In normal tinws the Presidio lies tn quiet, 
purklike detachment, with the Pacific curling 
in great white waves af its: feet. But now it 
bristles with war activity. 

On a bouncing, bounding jeep we drove 
from one barricaded extremity to the other, 
On every parade grown, in every availalle 
Clearing, clisters of men were drilling, exer- 
cising, holding bayonet practice on tows of 
stuffed dummies, or running over Commands 
obstacle courses. 

We moated down to the “Od Fort,” ot Fort 
Point, sequestered beneath the massive girders 
of the bridge Here, looking. out from Civil 
War qeemiutes which once mounted 1O-nch 
columbiads (and never fired a hostile shot), 
we watched the return of the busy trshing 
fleet which each thay comes aimed genes grandly 
under naval escort “(pure 2881, 

We went by hospital buildings, once a 
bright vellow, Up and down hills past historic 
wurs atid live ones, 

At each crossing sentries appeared out of 
the mist to ask for identification, 

Through shady eucalyplics and Gepress tin! 
along green parace erountds today there is a 
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constant thunder of trucks, troop lorries, ar- 
mored scout ears, jeeps, and prlee-movers: 

an endless coming and eoing of more soldiers: 
than the Presidio has ever seen at one time 
in, all its long, ronuntic history. 


(Coast Artillery on Guard 


The security of San Francisco lies: tn the 
hands of the Coast Artillery, whose Harbor 
Defense headquarters ate at Fort Winfield 
Scott, on the bluff overlooking the Golden 
Gate, ‘The defenses themselves are distributed 
about the Bay among Forts Scott, Barry, 
Bnier; Funston, Miley, and Croukhite—and 
stretch for miles up und dawn the coastline, 

The solid San Franciscans who weather the 
foggy season to live-out over the Macitie today 
eee anly suid dunes, sleeping brown hills, arul 
quiet cypressed coves, Clomps of brush that 
used te fre Linch batteries in routine 
numeuvers sway in an afternoon breeze. 
Rocks that telehedl flame and smoke lie peace- 
ful under a warm sun, Silent ridges, empty 
bewehes, and bleak cliffs <how no life but a 
jew white gulls floating lazily to and fro. 

They watch the fog roll in, night fall, The 
codst tums black ned silent. Combers break 
aver the shore, tut ov other sound is heard 
ae barren hills and. shorelines settle in for a 
lnnely watch, As huge guns point out to 
sea, night stations are manned, and men fall 
back to watching and. waiting! 

One black, moonless night Cowst Artillery 
officers took me to a coastal gun emplacement 
where To could stand onan unnamed bluff in 
come near-by rolling hills and sense the mag- 
Mitude of San ‘Franctsoo's Harbor Defenses. 

We drove in an Army staff cur to an un 
farviliar turnoff om) headed down o deserted 
road, At a given point the driver snapped 
af-the hearllights, and we began to wine over 
miles of dark, silent hills, 

It waa like a spy film, Or like spiraling 
slowly down the bluck Insices of a wun borrel. 
Sat a movement, not a sound tall those wast, 
reaches of gloom. A light would Aicker fora 
second away off, then go out, Suddenly, from 
out of the blackness a voice would ring out: 

“Halt! Who'sthere? . .. Atlvance and 
be reciwmnized!" 

In the darkness phead T could barely make 
out soldiers in. great-couts and heavy helmets 
with their guns leveled satus. An officer would 
jump, out of the car, thke a certain number of 
steps, and a soldier would bark, Halt!" He 
halted. (Three men didn’t once.)

The first commandant of the Mare Tsland 
Navy Yard was Adiniral David G. Farragut 
who dumued the torpedoes, More than 38,000 
men and women at Mare Island are at this 
moment passing his words down the line.

I had just been lifted to this top of the 
work? from the seacemst in a 48-hour climb 
aboard fo tiny 4+-car train drawn by an over- 
worked Inocomntive, | 

“Where did this iron ships come fret, 
and how did she get wp here?” T asked the 
first aticer os | emerged from one al the 66 
commedious cabins for first-cliss passengers. 

“The Olena was made in Scotland,’ be 
explained. “Her dimensiuns are all on minia- 
ture scale, even the. berths, tables, and other 
furnishings, She was shipped from Hull, and 
brought wp from the sex to Lake Titicaca in 
pieces. The first ships of our fleet were car- 
ried up on the backs of owes and Indians.” 

As we salled out of sight of lind with the 
evening Mountain mists rising all around us, 
T had the sensation of drifting along on hanks 
of clouds. Swarms of balsa-wood fishing 
crits, bobbing like corks in the for, strength- 
ener! the iWusion.

Cruagui is a sleepy litth town saturated 
With manand, On shore, we were bondled into 
an antiquated American-built railroad train, 

Nothing happened for nearly an hoor. Then 
a little Yard engine named Tater! came hiss- 
Ing dling, took os off, and dumped ws. into 
the town's railroad backward. We were =eem- 
ingly forgotten until around noon, when tiny 
funari remembered us, 

The monotony was broken by the appiear- 
ance of a crowd of Indian women. Mfen 
seemed scarce, Each woman wore a oft 
brown derby, a voluminous, many-hued shaw! 


[i landlockel Hotiyia T came by water, 


from which a baby usually peered, and an 
oranite skirt ont! blue apron, with layers of 
red-tinted underskirts peeping cut, 

squatting like brood hens in the dusty road, 
these prospective passengers waited content- 
edly to come aboard, At Jast a bie locotne- 
tive came along and carried ws off, 

‘Our first halt was at Tiahininaeo, notable 


for a sprawling Romanesque church built in 


the earliest colonial period from the riins of 
a pre-Inea city near by (Plate V),. Crews of

As the train climbed beyond the town, the 
broad pampas of grain gradually dwindled 
utitil there remained only: patches of brown 
grass (Plate AID).

Even the Train Gets out of Breath 


As if short of breath, like all the passengers 
cacept the I[nilians, our train stopped fre- 
qQitstly, os we continued to climb to 3-mile 
altitudes. At even small stations there were 
groups of squmitting women, with knitted anc 
wowen articles and fool for sale. f could buy 
a ctrcass of lamb for talfa dollar! 

Oor Tneliant passengers ate continually, 
bundling in and cut of the train. In the second 
class, four bench sents ran the length of the 
curing, The paesseovitcs were packed in 
aclid, all feeding, mothers from earthen pots, 
babies. from the mothers’ breasts, 

With the boliviane unit of currency: de- 
pressed toca cent ond a half U, S. money, an 
excellent luncheon cost me only 24 cents. 

After that [ settled down as best 1 could, 
onder the pressice of impending mountain 
Sickness, to enjoy an extraordinary scenic 
pMnoromd. Mownt Ulimani, one of the hich- 
est peaks in the world (Plate VIIT), and other 
show-covered sisters, excecding 21,000 feet, 
filled both horizon and sky. No wonder the 
temperature had dropped below freezing! 

Suddenly an American outdoor signboard 
diverted nv eves from the beauty. of Nature. 
“La Pax Gory Cuvn,” tt read, Later I had 
the rare experience of playing there—some 
14,000 feet up! 

We soon pulled into the small station of 
El Alta, poised on the rim of a vast crater-

us lay La Paz, the City of the Peace of

An electric locomotive replaced our stout- 
hearted steam ehgine, and we went curlicuing 
in braacl loops. down the sides of the sharp 
declivity. It took almicst an hour to reach 
lhe main railway station on the city’s edge. 


Because of the influx of refugees, lodgings 


were scarce, My potter took meio a decrepit 
hotel, ‘There for the U. 8. equivalent of 45 
cents a day I engaged a salon on a rickety 
baleony awhich hung precariously over a patio 
in use as a chicken ane) turkew yard, 

Meals were included in the charge for the 
room. Indian boys served me in relays doy 
and night, one of them always lying behind 
the front door after it was locked at 10 p,m. 

La Paz Life Seen from the Hotel Door 

Every morning Iowould stand for a while 
at the hotel entrance, just locking on at the 
continuous procession of colorful humanity. 
The passers-by w were mainly 
who trudgerl along in the gutter single file. In 
the len! walked the hisshand, empty-handed. 
The derhied wife followed with the children, 
curving ina shawl om her back a miscellane- 
ous load which usually Included a baby, — 

La Paz is built like » pyramid layer cake 
on the sides of a steep hill Short: wp-and- 
down cross streets conmect the main thorewgh- 
fares. Im my daily walks I would gasp my 
way up streets offen too steep for a streetcar 
af a taxi to. cHimk, All the while Torkian bwr- 
den bearers woultl push past me os if to 
shorten the distance by hurrying, 

Near the center of town many blocks: of 
houses had been razed, in preparation for a 
building boom which the war had brought ta 
a standstill. 

One building completed before the boum 
ied was oa medem hotel, the Sucre Palace, 
now taken over by refugees. [ts air was 
vibrant with soft-spoken Viennese Gerri. 

Commercial and official La Pag rose in the 
backpround, with the spectacle of Tllimant 
towering above everything (Plate TIT). 

On o 4-way avenue, Fl Prado, I watched 
the May Diay Parade, with 10,000 marching 
members of more than 50 organized labor 
Ereups. 

in the spacious hillside Plaza Murillo beasts 
the heart of this city of 287,000 people (Plate 
ii). The four sides of the plaxa ore lined 
with monumental edifices, ane of them the 
huge Greee- Roman New Cathedral, which will

One angle of the plaza ts occupied by the 
Capitol, [pn its two chambers the branches 
of the National Congress: moet ‘(pie 331), 

several times | ran into the big morket 
day, when certain sidewalks and alleyways 
are thrown open to the free use of rural mer- 
chants, Carvans with their stately Mamas 
trek in from distant valleys, bringing rice, 
cow leaves, chirimoyas, bananas, nuts, pep- 
pers, and sugar cane, ‘The most-sought-after 
produce was potitors, especially the shrunken 
cume, dehydrated by the ancient hutive 
method of fitst freezing and then drying, 

Through a newspaper friend, [ was invited 
to dinner at the home of a well-tovlo Chola 
worlan whe lived “up the hill” in the mixed- 
blood colony. 

First came chicken soup with most of the 
chicken left in it, and seasoned with Inelian 
herbs. Followed a plate heaped high with 
strange vegetables from the vanges, covered 
with a pungent cream sauce which smothered 
several slices of roasted hindquarter of kid. 
Then came the chuno, so ornately dismuised 
[should never have guedsed it was only dried 
potato! Dessert consisted of fresh-picked 
chirimoyas and papiyas, and baked pluntain. 

Hot Vallevs below Frivid Heights 

T could not understand how the tropical 
fruits J enjoyed at the banquet or saw in 
the muirkers could have been grown within 
a day's fournev of cold, barren Lo Paz. My 
newspaper Trend soon enlightened me, Next 
week ond we set oot om a jaunt in the 
direction. of the Bolivian swares, hot, lush 
valleys which stretch eastward until they: Are 
lust in the steuming jungles of Brazil, They 
comprise the Jowlands and mountain vallevs 
up te 5,000 fort. 

“The Altiplano, or high plateau, is only §00 
miles Jong by SO wide! [tis hardly 10 per- 
cent af the entire area of Bolivia,” my friend 
explained. 

We followed a modern paved lighway north- 
ward till we reached Coroico, near the termi- 
ous Of the La Poz-Yurngas Railway, Here 
we drew up under the shade of a clump of 
ehcalyptus trees, on the very edge of the 
shoulder of a mountain. 

“You can see why the railway hesitate,” 
said my friend. He pointed off tote the end: 
less vallevs rich with veptetation.

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A Dosen Petticoats Enfolding Indian Dancers Bulde like Old-fashioned Hoop Skirts

“These yungas form the most highly cul- 
tivable agricultural district in the whole of 
Bolivia. All the produce you saw in the mar- 
kets is raised down yonder. Keep on going 
nd woul! find yourself in the jabale where 
Holivie’s rubber comes frum, Bolivia has oon- 
siderable wild rubber: But the going gets 
tougher every sahditional mile, That means 
we don't get much farther by auto.” 

We were now sliding rapidly off the Alti- 
plano. Patches of bananas, coffee, and even 
sugar cone grew wild, We had traveled from 
icicles to orange blossoms ino few hours! 

The Roof af the Bolivian World 

Tt was another stary when we went on horse- 
back from La Pas off inte the Altiplano. We 
got completely off the beaten track of the 
Tatlwav lines, Where even the wheels of wagons 
were unknown, aml transport: by metorcar 
wis impossihle, Ch that dismal Roof of the 
World we met no one. but tlreless Indians 
sharing heavy loads with llamas, burros, and 
mules (Plate XIV). 

The lonehiest sight I ever saw was o shep- 
herd in the wilderness, sitting ona high rock 
and staring at a distant primeval glacier while 
knitting a multicolored cop with eartabs, 

“These shepherds have huts as high up as 
17,000 feer,” commented my companion. 

It was more surprising still to fined bare 
wite firtines wp there as high as 13,000) feet. 
The Indians had terraced the steep mountain 
sides and kept them nourished hy the type 
of irriation used ly the ancient Ines. 

I caw barefoot children ane grownups put- 
tering hack ane) forth: ankh-deep i in snow. 

“No wonder,” | commented, “that these Tn- 
dians try to lessen their discomforts by chew- 
ing tons of coca leaves every year, and that 
they fall ready victims to alcoholic drink.” 

“For all that, they seem to enjov’ having 
a miserable time up here on top of the Anes, 
added my friend. “White men followed the 
Indian up to these dizzy heights: Eighty per- 
cent of Holivin's 3,457,000 population lives at 
an altitude above 10, a00 feet ! 

“From Pizarro to Patifin, the séttlers all 
passed up the tropical lowlands for the freez- 
ing highlands In search of bressure.”’ 

When at Jength J left La Pas for good, 
! touk the twite-a-week train for Orure, 150 
rail milee south of the capital. Orure is the 
pivot for nearly all Bolivinn transportation, 
the junction of three important railways. 

The Bolivia Railway, which had brought 
me: from La Paz, maintained a branch line 
att of (rure to Cochabamba. The Antofa- 
asta and Bolivia Railway was eventually des-

Sucre prowed refreshingly different. For 
one thing, it is only 9,300 feet, or about three- 
fourths ns high as the Altiplans towns. 1 
gradually thawed out, This chorming. colo. 
nial city of abut 31,000 has changed littl 
throughout the four centuries since its |yirth. 
Most of its inhahitantsare Indians and Chotlos: 

Sucre is still the legal capital of Holivin, 
Though the President and his Congress hold 
forth in La Pax, Sucre remains the seat of 
the Judiciary, o seat of learning with a fares 
University, and the seat of the Church with the 
Archbishop amt has pauluce.

Norway's merchant feet had not been Lilt 
up by the gid of government subsidies, jut 
purely by private enterprise on the part of 
scores OF large and small shipwurners scattered 
among the country’s coastal lowns, 

(me of the first acts of the Royal Nor- 
werinn Government ufter the Germans had 
launched their invasion was the requisithon- 
ing: of Nonwav’s privately owned merchant 
Heet for war use. By means of London rain, 
and throuch the Nerweginn Embassy in 
Washinyten, 1. C., orders were sent out to 
the more than 1.000 ships then on the high 
seas that they should report immediately to 
British or Allied purts. 

The ships’ masters received that order just 
afew minutes after the reenipt of contradic- 
tory orders sent out by Oslo radio, which liv 
then had fallen inte: Nazi hands.

Cireat Britain, understanding this sit- 
nition, hears already granted Wor ray 
sevetal carga: ships of new construction 
to replace josses. (thers have been 
Promibed by the United States under 
terms Of the Lend-Lease agreement tne- 
tween the two countries.

“The Norwegian Nav was largely cle- 
stroyed in April, 1940, taking a third of (he 
ittackine German vessels to the bottom with 
it. Yes, the Norwegian Navyowas destroyer: 
bot it dil not-cie! As I speak here cometh 
a how Norwegian Navy fights ewr fight— 
Navy that has been built up to four Lines the 
size of the force Hitler destroyed two and a 
half years ago!" 

Here, too, a small group of determined! men 
enjoyed the complete confidence of their King 
and Government. Others joined them, in- 
Cluding many from the stewly stream of vel- 
utteers escaping from Norway. 

Young men. of the metchant marine sought 
transfer to the Navy, ond thos whe could be 
spared were allowed to make the change. But 
a Navy must have ships, and, as Admiral Leahy 
pointed oul, Norway's Navy was left with 
scarcely any ships after the German invasion, 

Norway's Whaling fleet, largest in the world, 
partly salved the problem, When the Ger- 
mins attacked Nerway, the whaling season in 
the Amtarctic had just ended. Ships were 
starting northward. These included several 
foating whale-oil faetories and oumerous 
small muxiliory vessels, called “whale coatch- 
ers becaise they eo out and get the whales 
lor the foatine factory, 

As séon as the floating factories hod dis- 
posed of the valuable cargoes of oi) at Brit- 
ish or other United Nathons ports, they were 
converted for use as tankers and added to 
the merchant fleet. 

The whale catchers, on the other: hand, 
were assigned to the Reval Norwegian Navy. 
Small, fast, and highly maneuverable, they 
make excellent subchasers. once they are prop- 
erly armed. They have been extensively used 
far convoy and patrol duty. 

But the whale catchers alone did not 
fulfill the Noowseian Navy's need for ships. 
Among the strange mixture of small vessels 
arriving in Grew Britain with volunteers from 
Norway were many regarded as “serviceable.” 
These were requisitibned antl converted itite 
mine’ sweepers. 
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Finally, the British Government lent a help- 
ing hand by making if possible for the Nur- 
weeian Navy tu procure vessels of new con- 
stroction—tfor example, corvettes—az well as 
some that had already seen service. Five of 
the fais overage destroyers, which the 
United States transferred to Great Britain 
early in the war, were later turned over. to 
the Norwegian Navy. 

All these ships, in addition to the few de- 
siroyers: submarines, und auxiliary craft which 
were retained after the German onslaught, 
comprise the fighting Norwegian Navy of to- 
(day—a Navy which President Roosevelt de 
scribed ps “the fourth largest of the United 
Nations” (pp. 335, 537,348, 341, 350). 

‘To be sure, Norway's Navy: boats no bat- 
tleships, cruisers, or aircraft carriers, It fn- 
cludes only the smuller-tvpe vessels, but these, 
as the Germans know by now, have proved 
themselves highly effective. 

‘The size of ber ships has had ‘no limiting 
effect on the Norwegian Navy's sphere of 
action. Today there are Norwegian naval 
bases in Canada: Australia, South Africa, and 
in the Caribbean, as well as in England and 
Scotland. In convey duty Notcwegian naval 
vessels venture into all-cormmers of the earth. 

Norway's Navy could uae still more ships. 
In fuct, if all the orweran volunteers maw 
serving in Britain’s Roval Navy were recalled 
for service under their own’ flag, Norway 
could man once again as many additional 
fighting ships a she now has in service, 


Norwegian Army Reorganized

Littl mote than 150 veirs ago Australia 
mae virtually unknown territory, In [754 

(Capt. Arthur Phillip, RUN, with eleven sailing 
ships linded of Sydney Cove—one of many 
bays. and baylets in Port Jackson—to found 
the first permanent settlement in the “Grew 
South Land.” He wrote to Lord Sydnev, the 
Britiah Home Secretary, for wham he named 
the cove, “1 have had the satisfaction of 
finding the finest harbour im the world.” 

Actually, Capt, James Cook arrived in Aus- 
tralia 18 veurs shead of Phillip, but he did 
not linger, He soiled inte Botany Bay, ten 
miles sith of Sydney Cove, in April, 1770, 
and took possession of the eastern part af the 
continent, 

Sighting the bay which is now Sydney 
Harbour, but not pausing to explore it, he 
called tt “Port Jatkson” in boner of the then 
Secretary ta the Admiralty. Tolay this name 
means litth save to cartographers and nau- 
tical-chart. readers, 

Since Governor Phillip’s ‘early settlement, 
his diminutive group of huts Has grown inta 
nw omodern metropalis, second in size only te 
London anvong the “white” Imperial cithes: 
anid, even before the war, fifth port ‘of the 
British Enpire. 

Circular Quay, fringing Sydney Cove where 
Phillip landed, is: the heart of the port, the 
home base of about ten different ferry services 
which ply the harbors 22 square miles or 
skirt nearly all of its 188 miles of shore line.

Malta Invicta

: HE first sir raid on Malta was on June 
Li, 1940. As | write this on June 11, 

A. 1942, onother wlert has just ended. It 
fs the 2,532!" 

This litth teland tmust have seemed to 
Mussolini what American slang calle a “soit 
touch.” Ttalian agents in Malte had been 
busy for years keeping up uo steady anti-

miles from Sicily and the Palin bomber sir- 
lields, . . 

With the litth neighboring island of Goan, 
its 120 square miles carried an extraordinarily 
dense population of 270,000. As Mussolini 
saw them, people were so thick on the ground 
a bombvrdier couldn't miss them if he dropped 
a bomb from 30,000 feet with his eves shut. 


Mussolini Guessed Wrong Again 


Tt would not be necessary to fit to con 
quer Malta, Atusselini thought: A few sticks 
of tombs would make ite volatile, excitable 
people tice to demand peace. 

Why did the Maltese not crack under the 
shock of those jirst outrageous assaults? Why 
did they not heed Ttallan radio warnings to 
cast off the “hated British yoke,” and ‘de 
neind the right ta live’? 1 de not Know. 
These are the things of the spirit which are 
a mystery, and the answer is symbolized by 
the George Cross, shared by every min, 
womun, and child in Malta today (page 3704.
